(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA , 
,, 4+ probate suit brought . by. Vincent’ = 
Tighe, of 14 Upper Leeson Street, Dublin 
and Edward J. are of 24 Eustace street, 
Dublin, against William Kavanagh, of 34 
Harcourt street, Dublin, was set down for 
hearing. ‘The plaintiffs claimed as executors 
to have established a will dated 22nd 
August, 1924. of Margaret Smullen, late of 
8 Cabra Park, Dublin, who died on the 
12th August, 1928. The defendant opposed 
the will on the three usual statutory 
grounds, and counter-claimed probate of a 
will of the deceased woman, dated 22nd 


August, 1922.

FATAL DUBLIN ACCIDENT.

£1,750 FOR WIDOW AND 
DAUGHTER. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY.) 

The hearing of the action which was 
was brought by Mrs. Mary Dixon, of 19 
Cabra road, Dublin, against the Rev. John 
E. L. Oulton, of the Rectory, Chapelizod, 
was concluded. The plaintiff, on behalf of 
herself and her two children, claimed £9,000 
damages for the death of her husband, Mr. 
Henry Dixon, which was caused, she alleged, 
by the negligence of the defendant in the 
driving of a motor car on the 4th of Decem- 
ber of last year. Jt was stated that the late 
Mr. Dixon had just left the office of his son, 
Mr. Joseph H. ixon, solicitor, where he 
was employed, to go for his lunch, and had 
stepped off the footpath to cross the street 
when he was knocked down by the defend- 
ant’s motor car. 

The defendant denied that he was guilty of 
negligence, and pleaded that the deceased 
man was guilty of contributory negligence. 

The jury found that the defendant was 
guilty of negligence in not blowing the horn 
of his motor car, and that the deceased, 
Mr. Dixon, was guilty of contributory 
negligence, but that the defendant could 
have avoided the occurrence by swerving his 
car, and they assessed damages at £1,750, 
of which they apportioned £1,000 to the 
widow and £750 to her daughter, Grainie. 

Mr. Justice Hanna gave judgment for tho 
plaintiff for £1,750 accordingly. 

Mr. O'Connor asked for a stay of execu. 
tion for a reasonable period. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he would put 
in the ordinary stay for 21 days. He would 
not make any special order.

CLAIM FOR £500. 
(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) ‘ 

The hearing was resumed of the action in 
which Mrs. Mary Stanley, ot 36 St. Lawrence 
road, Clontarf, claimed £500 and _ interest 
against the Gaelic Press, Ltd., 12 Upper 
Liffey street, Dublin. 

The plaintiff’s case was that in June, 1925, 
she lent to Joseph Stanley (her son) and 
William Balfe, partners in the Gaelic Press 
printing and publishing business, £500 for the 
purpose of the partnership, and, by indenture 
of May, 1927, Joseph Stanley and William 
Blfe, in consideration (inter alia) of the 
defendants taking over and agreeing to pay 
the trade and cash creditors of the ing 
ship, assigned to the defendants their in- 
terest, good-will and connection in the busi- 
ress, and its book debts, the defendants also 
agreeing to keep indemnified Joseph Stanley 
and William Balfe against all claims and 
charges in connection with those debts. . 

The defendants, in their defence} denied 
that the trade or cash creditors of the partner- 
ship referred to in the indenture included the 
plaintiff as a creditor in respect of the £500 
or any part thereof. Spee 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne, giving judgment, said 
that it had been established to his aay ayo 
that the company took over as one oí the 
habilities of the partnership the debt of £500 
and interest then due by the partnership to 
the plaintiff. The only other question which 
he had to consider was that of novation: as 
to whether or not the plaintiff accepted the 
liability of the limited company formed for the 

urpose of taking over the business of the 
partnership in lien of the liability of the 
two members of the @artnership. In order to 
hold that there was a novation he must be 
satisfied that the plaintiff was a party to the 
intention to transfer the liability from the 
partners to the company; and he could not 
find evidence to satisfy him that she agreed 
to release the partners from liability to her 
He could not come to the conclusion that 
there was any novation, and accordingly— 
with extreme regret, because he considered 
that the plaintiff hall been very badly treated 
—he dismissed the action.

PROTEST IN DUBLIN 
DISTRICT. COURT. 
“INADEQUATE 
STAFFING.” 


in the Dublin District Court yesterday 
Justice Little criticised the staff arrange 
ments in the courts 

‘The Justice said that he had before him 
a summons in which Madame Maud Gonne 
McBride was the complainant and a member 
of the Garda Siochana the defendant. In 
the summons the complainant charged the 
defendant that he, upon a named day and 
date, with the intention of preventing the 
complainant from carrying on her legal busi 
ness of making artificial flowers at the bus. 
ness place where that industry is pursued 
by her, did watch and beset the premises 
wrongiully and without legal authority. 

‘The signing of a summons is no empty 
formality,’’ the Justice said. ‘* The power 
of control. and publication of what might 
prove to be a groundless or malicious charge 
must be expressly safeguarded. 1 wish it to 
be clearly understood that I neither say, 
nor do | suggest, that the charge, as alleged 
in this summons, is either groundless or 
malicious; but what 1 do say, and say it 
with emphasis, is that 1 have before me no 
means of knowing what is the basis of this 
charge; no information has been made by 
the complainant, to satisfy me that a prim 
facie case has been made for the issue. of 
this summons. ihis, moreover, 1s a charge 
under he Conspiracy.’ and Protection ‘of 
Property Act, 1875, an Act which expfessly 
provides that, where the person is accused 
before a court of summary jurisdiction of an 
offence under that Act, the accused, upon 
appearing before this court, must either 


declare that he objects to being tried by a 


court of summary jurisdiction and put himself 

upon trial before a jury of his fellow- 

countrymen, or, conversely, if he elects that 

this court shall try the accused under its 

powers of acting both as judge and jury. 
THE TWO COURSES. 

“New, how is the accused to be properly 
advised upon appearing before this court 
as to which of bebe two courses he shall 
elect to take unless he is apprised before- 
hand of the character of the facts alleged, 
their apparent truth or improbability; any 
of the issues raised and then gravity; 
whether they are political, industrial or 
agrarian, or merely factious, arising out of 
an open quarrel, or, perhaps, domestic 
friction between members of the same family 
circle? But 1 am told that the signature of 
the magistrate who signed and issued this 
summons is my signature. I have no recol- 
lection whatsoever of having either signed or 
issued this summons. I have made inquiries, 
and I am told that what; in fact, occurred 
is that Mr. Campbell's clerk handed me up 
a summons from below the bench at a time 
when | was preoccupied with the hearing of 
the day’s list in court, and that it was 
there signed and issued by me in in- 
advertence. 

THE STAFFING, 

“I recognise that this is one of those 
occurrences arising only too frequently from 
the inadequate staffing of the Metropolitan 
District Court. There are three Justices 
assigned by law to the Metropolitan District 
Court, and to such a fine degree of attenua- 
tion have matters now been reduced in the 
staffing of this court that the services of 
two «.st. ‘ Court clerks only are available 
in these courts for three Justices. If my 
duty to the public requires that I should 
sit at a time when my colleagues are sitting, 
then sit I will, But I refuse any longer to 
discharge the conscience of a civil servant, 
and if on any occasion I should hereafter be 
left without the attendance of a District 
Court clerk—and J do not mean to be 
satisfied with a mere clerical officer, an officer 
without that necessary degree of both know- 
ledge and experience that is essential to the 
assistants of this court—lI shall adjourn the 
court and notify the Minister of the reason 
for the inconvenience caused to the public. 

THE SUMMONS, 

“The application is made now that this 
summons should stand adjourned having 
regard to the illness of the defendant. I 
cannot accede to this application. [ think it 
is my duty to order that this summons be 
taken off the files of the court, and, without 
prejudicing the issues, I must request that 
the complainant and her Jegal advisers shall 
prepare the information setting out the facts 
upon which the application for the issue of 
the summons is made. This information will 
then be brought before me, and, on my being 
satisfied that a prima facie case is thereby 
disclosed, the information will be duly verified 
upon oath before me by the complainant, 
and then, and not till then, will 1 be pre- 
pared to issue that summons.

TWO BOYS REMANDED IN

address, and George Farrell (173). of 62 St. 
Joseph’s place, Dublin, were charged on 
rcmand by Station Sergeant Flanagan (4 D), 
Sergeant Power (14 D) and Guard Murphy 
(57 D) with burglarious entry of the house 
9 Dalymount, the residence of Mr. M. 
Moynihan, Borough Surveyor, Dublin, and 
with stealing. linen, wearing apparel and 
jewellery to the value of approximately £40. 

Sergeant Power, in his evidence, stated that 
the house was burgled on April 16, and on 
making investigations a parcel of the stolen 
property was found concealed in an outhouse.

He paid 
the money by cheque, and he received a 
receipt for £270 8s. 3d. for the first moiety 
of the rates.

DAMAGES FOR A LIEUTENANT- 
COLONEL. 
(BEFORE JUDGE GLEESON.) 

A retired Lieutenant-Colonel, William 
Tyndall Black, of The Vicarage, Swords, sued 
the Balrothery Rural District Council and 
Messrs, William Lacy and Sons, builders and 
contractors, Howth, for £300 damages for 
personal injuries and injuri.s to his clothing, 
caused by falling into an open drain on the 
roadway at Swords, which, it was alleged, the 
defendants and their servants had left un- 
lighted and unprotected. 

Mr. Joseph Healy (instructed by Messrs. 
Cox and Co.) appeared for the plaintiff, and 
Mr. Sainsbury (instructed by Mr. Good, 
solicitor) appeared fcr the defendants. 

Lieutenant-Colonel William Black, Royal 
Giarrison Artillery, stated that he lives at 
Swords. On March 16th last he got off the 
‘bus about 9.50 p.m. and turned to the left 
—there was a bank of earth between him and 
an excavation—until he came to a gateway 
where the the bank of earth ceased. As 
witness was turning into the gateway he fell 
into an open drain nine feet deep. He was 
assisted out of the drain by two men. His 
foot was injured and he had to be attended 
by a doctor. There was no chain or guard 
around the excavation and no lamp on the 
opposite side. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Sainsbury—He saw 
the excavation where the Balrothery Rural 
District Council] was laying pipes as he was 
coming to town early in the afternoon. When 
he returned at night there were lamps light- 
ing on the roadway, but the, did not show 
any light where the opening was. He had 
a conversation with the night watchman, to 
whom he complained that the place was nof 
properly protected or !ghted. If witness had 
kept to the footpath he would not have fallen 
into the drain, but the footpath was muddy 

Dr. May. Swords, gave evidence that as the 
result of the accident the plaintiff's foot was 
flattened, and, in his opinion, it would never 
be restored to its normal condition. 

Mr. -Sainsbury, without calling evidence. 
submitted that the defendants were not guilty 
of negligence, having the place lighted. He 
also sumbitted that the claim for damages 
was grossly excessive. i 

Judge Gleeson held that there was negli- 
gence on the part of the defendants in leaving 
the cutting of the road in an unsafe condition 
and that there was no contributory negligence 
on the part of the plaintiff. He allowed £15 
damages. with 5 guineas to the doctor, and 
costs and expenses. 


‘© TYPICAL RENT CASES.”’ 


Frank Carolan, 23 Mount Eden road, 
Donnybrook, sued Mrs. Annie Downey, of 
4 Seaforth avenue, Sandymount, widow, for 
£126 19s. 2d., money received by the de- 
feriant for the use of the plaintiff, and 
money recoverable by the plaintiff from the 
defendant by virtue of the Increase of Rent 
and Mortgage Interest (Restrictions) Acts, 
1920, 1923 and 1926, and being, it was alleged, 
rent paid by the plaintiff to defendant in 
excess of the amount permitted to be charged 
in respect of the house 23 Mount Eden road, 
which was held by the plaintiff from the 
defendant. 

Mr. William Black (instructed by Messrs. 
Cartan O’Meara and Kiernan) appeared for 
the plaintiff.. Mr. Molloy {instructed Fy Mr. 
Roger Greene) appeared for the defendant. 

Mr. Black said that these two cases were 
typical rent cases. One was a civil bill for 
£126 19s. 2d. excess rent, and the other was 
ar: originating application to fix a rent Rent 
had been paid at the rate of £60 a year, with 
rates and taxes, from June 10, 1921, to June 
10, 1926. The result was that £397 had been 
paid, and that represented an excess under 
the Rents Acts of £126 19s. 2d. The legal 
position was that while the Act of 1920 was 
in operation there was no right to increase 
the standard rent. The net rent in 1914 was 
£32 14s. 2d. 

Mr. Molloy said that the defendant paid 
£20 for concreting the gable wall of the house 
and for getting electric light installed. 

Judge Gleeson said that the net amount 
which the plaintiff would have been entitled 
to recover was £112 7s. 10d., but there was 
due from March 10, 1928, to April 10, 1929, 
by consent £45 15s. 8d. rent. Having made 
that a set-off, he gave a decree for £466 12s. 2d. 

On the originating application he fixed the 
standard rent at £32 14s. 2d. He expressed 
his gratitude to both counsel for the able 
manner in which they dealt with the case.

JUDGE AND DETAINED MAN’S 
ACTION. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

A young man, John Kelly, pleaded 
guilty ° 
panes of glass in the Dublin Bridewell on 
March 16 last while being detained there. 

Guard Thornton, answering Mr. Bewley, 
K.C., who, with Mr. Kelly (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor), prosecuted, stated 
that in the cell in the Bridewell in which 
the accused man was he found forty-seven 
vanes of glass broken. When he charged 
Kelly with the malicious damage he said 
that he did it as a protest against being 
detained. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Lynn, who 
(instructed by Mr. Campbell) defended, the 
witness said that he was aware that the 
accused man had been arrested, released and 
again arrested on several occasions. Ot her 
young men also had been arrested and 
released. On the morning following the 
breaking of the glass sixteen young men had 
been charged in the District Court with 
malicious damage. 

William Wilson, an employé of the Board 
of Works, gave evidence that it would cost 
£5 17s. 6d to make good the windows. 

ACCUSED MAN'S EVIDENCE. 

The accused man, giving evidence, said 
that on March 3 last he was arrested, with 
some others, and detained until the following 
day, and during his twenty-four hours’ 
detention he got no food except that which 
had been sent. to him. On March 6, between 
12 and 1 o'clock in the: morning, he was

again arrested and detained in the Bridewell | 


for twenty-two hours. The same thing 
happened on March 11, and as he was leaving 
the Bridewell gate at 11 o'clock that might 
he was again arrested and was kept in till 
March 15. He was supplied with no food 
by the Bridewell authorities; he was not 
questioned, neither were there any charges 
made against him, and those who arrested 
hir had no warrants for his arrest, nor did 
they produce any identification cards.

Judge Davitt—Would vou prefer the food 
sent in to that supplied by the Bridewell 
authorities ?’—I would. 

Patrick McDonnell, who was called for the 
defence, gave evidence of also being detained 
in the Bridewell without any charge being 
made against him. 


A question by Mr. Lynn as to what he had | 


done while in the Bridewell as a 
against his detention was disallowed. 

Mr. Lynn said that he desired to call this 
man, who was a decent witness, to prove 
the conditions which prevailed. 

Mr. Bewley (to witness)—Were you con- 
victed ot robbery under arms and assault in 
1927?—1 was 

And sentenced to six months’ 
ment ’— Yes, 

This concluded the evidence, and Mr. Lynn 
asked for a direction. 

Judge Davitt said that the proof of the 
arrest of the accused man had not. been 
produced, nor was it shown by whom he 
was arrested. There was no évidence that 
the accused man had been in lawful custody, 
and, for all they knew, he was in unlawful 
custody. If so detained, the man in the 
dock was entitled to do what he could to 
obtain his release. 

The jury found the prisoner ‘‘ not 
and he was discharged. 

A SECOND CASE. 

Andrew Finlay, an electrician, was charged 
with a similar offence. In this fitty- 
three panes of glass were breken. 

Evidence of the smashing of the glass was 
given by a Guard, who stated that there 
were about twenty additional Guards on 
duty at the Bridewell.

IRISH CHARACTER 
STUDIES. 


A CARDINAL AND A 
PROVOST. 


> 


(By “R, A. F. 8) 


O his latest book, a collection of ten 
essays in character, Mr. Stephen 
Gwynn has affixed the label “Saints and 
Scholars’? (Thornton Butterworth, 6s. 
net), and avows that he awaits the cavil 
because for some among his subjects 
neither saintship nor scholarship is the 
dominant. He need not. It is — 
at once to see a human being whole; a 
facet of a man’s life needs to be taken at 
which, as a ship at anchor, the mind may 
ride at ease and look around. Bulky 
biographies require several such; Mr. 
Gwynn’s pinnaces take one or both of 
these in his title. From these securities, 
for the more part, he gradually unfolds 
an artistic unity, which buds in the first 
sketch, that of Charles de Foucauld. and 
blooms with Mrs. Oliphant in the last. 

A saint is, perhaps, one for whom an 
ideal. felt rather’ than thought out, 
illumines from the beginning his expert- 
ence and fosters his mental growth: a 
scholar is one for whom a driving emotion 
urges the mind to the unfolding and 
illuminating of an ideal. In these 
character studies these threads of saint- 
ship and scholarship interweave till a 
third something emerges in pattern. De 
Foucauld, when he mortifies flesh and 
spirit in an Imttatie Christi among the 
Tuaregs of the Sahara, is a saint. When 
at the bidding of France or ‘“‘civilisation,’’ 
disguised as a Jew, “ travelling with a 
caravan, carrying a tiny writing pad in 
the palm of his left hand, a stump of 
pencil in his right, he notes all the 
features of the road or takes compass 
bearings.’ he is as much a scholar as 
D;. John Gwynn busv with ‘“ tiny and 
exquisite details ” in his garden or study. 
The third something comes to light when 
he forsakes barley bread. dates and desert 
tea to share in the feasting when a 
camel trooper brings down a gazelle and 
the men with whom he is marching make 
festival of the occasion. “ Was not that,” 
cries Mr. Gwynn, ' the fine imstinct of a 
gentleman ? 


FEELING FOR HUMANITY. 


Tt is that trait all through the book 
whieh calls to him. Over and above the 
saintship and scholarship is the fact that 
they focus the fecling of and for 
humanity. There is the longing for happy 
faces in de Foucauld and in Father 
Mathew; Maik  Pattison’s magnetic 
influence brought to bear on rising youth ; 
Dr. Gwynn living for “ his work and his 
young men ”: and that work. the Book of 
Armach, wrouzht with a sublime sense of 
civilisation and a passion for perfection to 
the last minutia described with affection’s 
pen—** Year after year passed and we 
thought. He will never finish Yet the 
will remained: the work interrupted 
again and again vv infirmity, went on 
till at Inst all even the super- 
vision of printing 2nd binding to the last 
detail: end in his ecighty-fifth year he 
mublished a volume which he : could 
scarcely lift. vet in whose pages you 
you could find one 
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when Mrs. 
sheer force of 
Way, asperi- 
rea lings and all, 
famine- 
that ‘‘it was 
difheult to imake thom believe that I was 
not some holv St. Bridget going on a 
penance '’; and it unfolds again in Airs. 
Oliphant with her courage, her ga; 
modescy, her sense cf the power of Jove in 
human relationships, reaching through 
the blackness of serried disappointments, 
even through the opacity of death. She 
loved her family: they died; and so she 
built up another world to hold them. 
“ The professor of theology,’” Mr. Gwynn 
writes of Dr. Walter McDonald, ‘‘ was 
always a citizen.’’ The pen shrank, one 
feels, from the word ‘‘ gentleman ’’; but 
what is meant is just that; for what 
attracted him to all these characters and 
gives unity to them is that, men and 
women, they are “ gentlemen.”’ 


CARDINAL LOGUE. 


From the inner meaning we pass to the 
outer style. The book contains many 
examples of the swift portraiture that 
explaims; here is Cardinal Logue: '' His 
face was wizened and wrinkled beyond 
belief. dnd the littie bent figure was like 
one of the lonely, stunted thorn trees that 
struggle up wind-lashed in the Rosses or | 
Glencolumbkille, growing into a tough 
ness that is almost imperishable.’’ The 
study of Dr. Gwynn is preluded by a 
little essay on gardens, the delicate 
sympathy which heralds most suit- 
wbly the theme where affection natur- 
hs rides the pen. In the 
where imaginative perception 
has worked most effectively, in the study 
of Mys. Oliphant, who ‘ wore a hole in 
her finger with writing,’”’ are let fal! 
soine ucute reflections upon the practice 
of letters Not least of Gwynn s 
{-licities is his faculty of quotation, and 
the Lrish reader cannot fail to be 
delighted by the etchings of. Irish lile 
in the famine years from Mrs. Nicholson 
herseif. The following example shows 
the gifts of all parties. Mrs. Nicholson 
Was visiting the home townland of her 
onetime maid and was ‘confounded “ | 
by being given a dance to honour the 
oceasion. “The dance finished, the 
eldest son of my hostess advanced, made 
a low bow. and invited me ‘to lead the 
next dance. J looked on his glossy black 
slippers, his blue stockings snugly fitted 
un to the knee, his corduroys above them, 
his blue coat and brass buttons, and had 
no reason to hope that, at my age of 
nearly half a century, I could ever expect 
another like offer.” 

Mr. Gwynn is more at home with the 
Saints than with the Scholars. His 
treatment of McDonald is uncertain in 
touch as soon as the mind functions 
instead of ithe heart; perhaps, the fault 
is with the subject. There are similarities 
hetween Newman submitting to authority 
on the only authority he knew, himself ; 
and MeDonald, true to the same loyalty, 
obedient to authority, the Church: 
afterwards he seems to have substituted 
“Motion ” for humanity as the centre 
of his orbit. But in the case of Mark 
Pattison we fnd Mr. Gwynn lecturing 
George Eliot and Rhoda Broughton for 
making bitter pictures of him and then 
Strachey-ising him on his own account. 
With the clues in his hand—the magnetic 
influence, the pursuit of an ideal, the 
towering knowledge, the loneliness—he 
gives us a petulant, arrogant, “ mum- 
mified creature, with sombre, defiant eyes, 
wheeled in a bath-chair down Brasenose 
Lane.” It seems that Mark Pattison 
loved mankind, but a knowledge above 
the average and a shyness of heart cut 
him away from his fellows. What can 
a solitary peak do but console itself in 
its solitariness? ‘The arrogance and 
posing were iced sentiment, feeling-frozen. 
Mr. Gwynn’s sunny vigour finds no foot- 
hold there, 
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DR. MAHAFFY. 


More seriously astray is his treatment 
of Sir John Mahaffy. He leaves anchor at 
once. ‘I am writing,” he says, “of the 
man’’; and he produces the husk of a 
man, labelled “character,” “original.” No 
wonder he doubts if he can cal] that husk 
given; but the writer’s mind slipping 
from contact to contact cannot heave 


it round ahout Jamaica. 


Yet again all the clues are | 


to. He tells us that “ Mahaffy, for all 
his spleenful habits of speech, was 
fundamentally large-minded and generous, 
and never lost an opportunity to re- 
cognise anything that went to the credit 
of the university in which he spent his 
life.” Tbere, surely, is the driving 
emotion behind the intellect. He gives 
us notice of Mahaffy’s view of Greek and 
Latin as “ keys to the history of two 
great civilisations’’; he cannot see that 
this served Mahaffy, as France served 
de Foucauld. Or, if he sees it, he 
glances at once aside to consider the 
“big, untidy, loose-jointed man, wearing 
even his clothes as no one else did.” 
He tells us that he was of the eighteenth 
century, and denies him a sense of form. 
He alludes to a foible for social position, 
for royalty; but he does not suggest 
that he himself was royal in the realm 
of letters; that the great were his equals 
whom he treated as such. The very 
spleenfulness has a _ Jikeuness to the 
manners of the benevolent tyrants of an 
earlier age. It is impossible to leave 
the greatest liberal scholar of his day; 
the man whose views on politics cut to 
the root of the questions mooted; who 
thonght of a _ federal constitution in 
Ireland; who had the pleasant weakness 
to dream of a seat in an Irish House 
of Peers, and there to dignify 
what should dignify the land he 
lived in, simply as a ‘‘ great character.”’

Holidays by Canal. 
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A Versatile Inventor. 


Dr. C. J. Hedley-Thornton, Chairman 
of the English Artificial Cotton Produc- 
tion, whose discovery of artificial flax may 
have a tremendous significance for the in- 
dustry in Northern Ireland, is, indeed, a 
versatile inventor. He is well known in 
many parts of Ireland, and has already 
spent a considerable period in the Sligo 
and Arigna area, investigating the pro- 
posed scheme for converting the coal there 
—which cannot very well be used owing to 
its inferior quality—into petro], Jubricat- 
ing oil, smokeless fuel, etc., and the manu- 
facture of cement from the residue. 

His inventions are many and varied, and 
so far he has discovered a process whereby 
fish can be kept in perfect condition for as 
long as three years, as a result of which 
negotiations are pending in Canada for the 
exportation of salmon to Europe on a com- 
mercial scale, Then, again, he has invented 
a synthetic glass, which increases the 
candle power of an electric lamp, and in 
addition ensures that the light produced is 
exactly equivalent to daylight, which is, 
indeed, a boon. How often does one go 
into a shop and buy a nice quiet tie which, 
on being seen in daylight, makes one begin 
to ponder ? 


Bottle Towers. 


In the neighbourhood of Dublin there 
are several fanciful-Jookiny structures 
which represent the 18th century method 
of relieving unemployment during hard 
times. The winter of 1741-2, known as 
the “hard frost.” was a time of creat 
distress, and it was then that the strange 
looking edifice near Leixlip, called ‘‘ The 
Wonderful Barn,” was built. It is rather 
like a great bottle in shape. with the 
remains of a staircase winding around it 
on the outside. Not far from Orwell 
road, Rathgar, is another of these 
“bottle towers,’’ as thev are sometirnes 
called, built by a local proprietor about 
the same time. The obelisk on Killiney 
Hill owes its origin to the same hard 
winter and the charity of the local land 
owner. These erections have a little more 
meaning than the various “ Follies”’ 
that one sees here and there in the 
countryside; at least, they were an 
attempt to solve tlie problem of unemploy- 
ment—a problem which we still have with 
us.

| Steamer Trips in Dublin Bay. 


A correspondent writes:—While the 
Harbour Master and the Law Agent of the 
Port of Dublin are considering an applica 
tion from a London firm for permission 
to run small fast pleasure motor-boats 
in Dublin Bay during the coming summer, 
we might dwell for a moment on the 
glories of the past. 

My earliest recollection of such a trip 
was on a steamer called Erin’s King, an 
ugly-looking and _ slow-moving paddle. 
steamer, which plied from the Customs 
House to Kingstown, with occasional trips 
of longer duration and distance. My 
memories of that first trip are not 
pleasant, and it is to be hoped that the 
new craft will really be “' pleasure ”’ 
boats. We were bound for the Wicklow 
Regatta, on an August Bank Holiday, I 
believe, crowded from stem to stern. A 
brass band was aboard to enliven matters, 
but no one either listened or could hear 
if they did, because the din of a very 
noisy crowd was awful. Nearly everybody 
seemed to be either sick or drunk before 
we reached the Poolbeg Lighthouse—and 
we never got to Wicklow. We ran 
aground somewhere, I forget where, and I 
was taken home in a train. I had several 
other trips on the Erin’s King after that, 
but not one of them remains in my mind 
as does my attempt to reach Wicklow 
Regatta by sea. I very much like trips 
in Dublin Bay, and if proper facilities 
were available I am sure thousands of 
people would share my liking. But there 
must never again—indeed, there never can 
be again—such a steamer as the dear old 
Erin's King, with its bulging paddle- 
Wheels splashing water over everyone who 
ventured on deck.

CUNNING SMUGGLERS.

Co“ of the most sensational results of 
the discoveries of the great new 
diamond fields in South Africa has been 
an enormous increase in illicit diamond 
buying. | 

Even when South Africa’s invaluable 
diamond output was largely confined to 
stones unearthed in a few closely guarded 
and well organised mines, the suppression 
of illicit diamond buying was one of the 
gravest and most stubborn problems that 
the South African police authorities have 
ever uad to solve. Though al] the 
thousands of natives employed in the 
mines were isolated in constantly patrolled 
compounds, surrounded by double-fences 
of barbed wire, fifteen feet high, and were 
only allowed to leave their compounds at 
the expiration of their contracts, there has 
always been a mysterious leakage of 
diamonds from the mines. With diamonds 
hi@den in their ears, between their toes, 
in their mouths, in their hair, the soles 
of their feet, the sides of their sticks, 
natives have been known to carry on a 
precarious, but highly profitable, trade for 
rears with illicit diamond buyers. This 
method had its limitations, however, 
because of its dangers and the small 
number of diamonds that could be carried. 
In comparison with what is taking place 
in South Africa now, it seems almost 
negligible. 

To-day diamonds can be picked up over 
areas of thousands of acres of country that 
is thinly populated, hundreds of miles 
from police stations and so extensive that 
it would take a fair-sized army to make 
them “ [.D.b. ” proof. One of the greatest 
holds that the police had on the illicit 
diamond dealer, too, has disappeared as 
a result of the new discoveries in Nama- 
qualand. Until recently an expert could 
tell, from a brief examination of a 
diamond, precisely from what part of the 
country it came. The smuggler could not, 
in the past, buy a diamond cheaply, say, 
from a native employed in one of the de 
Beer's mines at Kimberley and pretend 
that he had unearthed it on a claim 
which he was running for that purpose 
somewhere in a digging on the banks of 
the Vaal River. Hundreds of smugglers 
were condemned by the verdict of the 
expert in that way.

In the case of the recent sinking of 
the British schooner, I’m Alone, by a 
United States Revenue cutter, it was 
claimed on behalf of the American 
authorities that pursuit beginning inside 
the twelve miles limit could Jawfully be 
continued outside it.

The employment of untrained sanitary 
officers is one of the gravest defects in the 
sanitary organisation of County Leitrim.

Owing to holes and other aspects in the 
pipe line conveying the water from the 
Shannon, as well as excavitions made 
when searching for leakages, direct connec- 
tien was established between the water ipe 
and the open drain conveying sewage rom 
the fever hosnital to the Shannon. 

From the 9th January to the 14th March 
eight typhoid cases from Ballinamore were 
treated in the fever hospital. 

“A disgusting cesspool ” existed in the 
yard of the hospital, and the soil around it 
was Wud infected.”’” After a snowfall, 
when the snow melted and flooded the valley, 
it carried the sewage matter from this area. 

There was a direct chain of infection from 
the hospital ward to the drinking water. 

Had the sanitary authority appointed a 
county medical officer and dealt with the 
water supply at Carrick-on-Shannon when 
reported twelve months ago, this situation 
would now have been avoided. 

THE INSPECTOR’S RECOMMENDATIONS 

Dr. McDonnell recommended :— 

That the water supply should be purified, 
and that the drain which caused the pollu- 
tion should be cut out, 

That the present pipe line should be re- 
placed by some of 12-inch diameter. 

That anti-typhoid inoculation for the poor 
should be. supplied free 

That a water supply should be obtained 
from a new source—Corbally Lake. 

He adds that, as long as the Carrick 
people are depending upon the river Shan- 
non for their water supply they would be in 
danger of an epidemic. The village of Lei- 
trim is only about four miles from Carrick, 
and on the brink of the Shannon, and that 
occurrence of even one case of enteric in 
this village would be a serious menace to 
the health of the people of Carrick. 

That steps should also be taken to see 
that the doctors carried out their duties by 
reporting every case of a notifiable disease 
that came within their notice.

PALAOLITHIC MAN 
IN IRELAND. 


‘IMPORTANT DISCOVERIES. 


—-— @&---- 


At yesterday 's meeting of the Royal Irish 
Academy, Mr. E. .K, Tratman, B.D.8., of 
the Bristol University Speleogical Society, 
spoke on “ The finds made during the recent 
excavations at Kilgreany, County Water. 
ford, in July, 1928.’’ 

During last summer, with the aid of a 
substantial grant from the Royal Irish 
Academy, some excavations were carried out 
at Kilgreaney, which is about six miles west 
of Dungarvan, by members of the Bristol 
SI) Speleogical Society, assisted by 
four students from Dublin, 

In the course of these excavations, which 
reached a total depth of twelve feet, a num. 
ber of archwological deposits were en- 
countered. The latest one was a hearth 
level, which yielded a bronze socketed knife, 
a bronze pin, a small fragment of iron, to. 
gether with numerous articles of bone, in- 
cluding points, needles and a dice. From 
these finds it is concluded that this hearth 
represents a site that was occupied up to 
rd dan a period as 500 B.C., if not later 
still. 

Below the first hearth came a lighter- 
coloured layer representing a time when the 
cave was not occupied by man. This layer 
of earth and stones rested on a thin band of 
charcoal, the second hearth. From this 
level came a considerable number of hu:nan 
bones. This hearth is dated from part of 
a polished stone-axe as being about the end 
of the Neolithic peridd, or possibly as late 
as the dawn of the Bronze Age. 


THE KILGREANY “MAN.” 

Below the second hearth was an intact 
stalagmite: floor resting on yet another hearth, 
the third hearth. On this third hearth had 
been placed a body with the left side against 
the cave wall, and a pile of stones on the 
outer side to keep the bead in position. The 
skull was got out of the stalagmite almost 
intact. The opinion of eminent anthropolo- 
gists to whom the skull was submitted is that 
it has several very ancient features, and is 
probably of late palaeolithic date. 

This opinion is supported by the presence 
of the following accompanying fauna :— 
Brown bear, wolf, ox, wild cat, an early 
form of ox, Irish elk, reindeer, a field vole 
(microtus arvalis), the first vole recorded 
from Ireland, cat, stoat, hare, Arctic lem- 
ming, marine and Jand mollusca. This fauna, 
in the opinion of the experts to whom the 
remains were submittd, is undoubtedly late 
pleistocene. The fauna also allows the ten- 
tative speculation that the remains are of the 
period known as Magdelenian on the Con- 
tinent. In the opinion of the anthropolo- 

ists, the individual to whom the skull be- 
gort was aged about forty, but the sex is 
rather uncertain at present. The individual 
is put down as a member of the Celto- 
Iberian race—that is, a Mediterranean type. 


FOR THE NATIONAL MUSEUM. 


This 1s a very typical late, pleistocene find, 
and its direct association with the evidence 
of man’s presence, and his actual skeleton 
remains for the first time in Ireland, is a dis- 
covery of the utmost importar-e in the story 
of the prehistoric archeology of Ireland and 
Europe as a whole, The war Irish Academy 
is to be congratulated on the important part 
it has played in bringing to light this, the 
first discovery of palwolithic man in Irelarid. 

The remains are at present in England, but 
will shortly be sent back to Dublin and 
placed in the National Museum,

NUNS IN A COUNTY 
HOME. 


PROTEST AGAINST THEIR 
PROPOSED WITHDRAWAL. 


At a meeting of the Roscommon County 
Soard of Health last Saturday, the Chairman 
(Mr. P. T. Jordan) said that he wished to 
refer to a matter which was of great im- 
portance to the whole county—the withdrawal 
of the nuns from the County Home. It 
would be a loss to the ratepayers and the 
sick poor. It did not seem to be generally 
known that the sisters were working for £60 
per annum, while the lay nurses were getting 
twice that amount. This crisis had been 
precipitated by the report of a sub-com- 
mittee appointed to investigate a charge in 
connection with an ambulance call. It ap- 
peared, however, from a letter from Father 
Coleman that this woman refused to go in 
the ambulance. She did not want the 
stigma of the County Home on herself or her 
people. It was very regrettable that at the 
time the sub-committee’s report was con- 
sidered they had not Father Coleman's ex- 
planation, as it placed a different aspect on 
the matter. When Mother Paul accepted the 
responsibility, she made a technical error. 
For one mistake were they to throw to the 
winds the work Mother Paul had done for 
many years for the sick poor of the county. 
It would be a terrible responsibility on the 
Board to leave the County Home without 
the Sisters of Mercy. 

He proposed, and Mr. John Flynn seconded. 
“Phat, we hereby desire to express our deep 
appreciation of the good work being done 
for the sick poor of the county by the Sisters 
of Mercy, and we strongly urge the diocesan 
authorities not to withdraw the nuns, as it 
would be a serious loss to the poor and tv 
the ratepayers, and that, in view of the ex 
planation given by Father Coleman, P.P., 
we hereby expunge the committee report 
from the minutes of this Board.”’ 

Messrs. Cox, Feely, William Flynn and 
John Flynn associated themselves with the 
resolution. 

Mr. John J. Doran, Vice-Chairman, said 
that there were several matters which had 
not been explained by the Chairman. There 
was no saadbe of the Board so anxious as he 
to have the nuns retained in the County 
Home. He had been misrepresented as an 
enemy of the nuns. They were not dealing 
with a religious order. They were dealing 
with a particular act of the Matron of the 
institution. No matron. had authority to 
refuse admittance, or to refuse to send the 
ambulance when requisitioned by the doctor. 

The Chairman again read the resolution, 
and Mr. Doran objected to the report being 
expunged. ‘hey could not do that; It was 
most irregular and illegal. There was a 
proper procedure for rescinding an order.

SLAUGHTERED ANIMALS 
COMPENSATION.

NORTHERN IRELAND FUND 
ESTABLISHED. 


The Parliament of Northern Ireland has 
passed a Slaughtered Animals (Compensa- 
tion) Act, and the Ist of May has been 
appointed as the date for its coming into 
operation. ‘he object of the Act is to pro- 
vide funds from which compensation can be 
paid in respect of cattle, sheep and swine 
shipped through Northern Ireland ports and 
slaughtered in British lairages on account of 
foot-and-mouth disease or suspected foot-and- 
mouth disease. Since 1922 no compensation 
has been payable in respect of animals so 
slaughtered. 

The insurance fund will be fed by smal! 
contributions levied en each animal exported 
at the following rates:—(a) On every head 
of cattle, 24d.; (b) on every head of sheep, 
d.; (c) on every pig, 1d. These fees will 
ye paid by means of stamps, and the shipping 
companies are under an obligation to see that 
the stamps are purchased representing the 
number of animals shipped. T a fees become 
Fios from May Ist. 

e administration of the Act and the 
management of the insurance fund are en- 
tirely in the hands of the trustees appointed 
by the two Cattle Traders’ Associations in 
Northern Ireland. The following gentlemen 
have been appointed to act as trustees :— 
Messrs. W Creswell, J.P. Stag Hall, 
Greencastle; Hamilton Coulter, New Comber 
House, Comber; William Green, Beechcroft, 
Moira, County Down; Patrick Gilliland, Bar- 
rack stréet, Belfast; Robert W. Gormley, 
Dreen House, Park, County Derry, and 
Thomas O’Brien, 61 Irish Green street, 
Limavady. Mr. William Conn has been 
appointed as secretary to the trustees, and 
the offices are at Northern Bank Chambers, 
May street, Belfast. 

The Act provides that when tle compen- 
sation fund amounts to £5,000, or the trustees 
consider that the fund is sufficient to meet 
all charges which might reasonably be ex- 
pected for a period of six months, the 
Ministry of Agriculture may, after consultg- 
tion with the trustees, suspend the levy a.

NORTHERN IRELAND 
DE-RATING SCHEME. 
NO RATES TO BE COLLECTED 
THIS HALF-YEAR. 


A circular letter has been addressed by the 
Minister of Home Affairs, Northern Ireland, 
to all County Councils regarding the p 


cedure to be adopted in view of the fact that 


de-rating will date from Ist April last, and 
not from lst October next, as was the original 
proposal, 

The Minister states that the Government 
have decided to bring the scheme of. rating 
Telief, so far as it concerns agricultural land 
and buildings, into force as from the lst April 
last. In order to carry out this proposal it 
will be necessary to modify considerably the 
arrangements which have already been made 
with regard to the collection of rates for the 
current half-year. In the meantime, however, 
having regard to the existing statutory pro- 
visions, it is necessary that the rates should 
be struck in the ordinary way, and accord- 
ingly, if the Council has not already made the 
the rate for the current half-year, arrange- 
ments for doing so as usual: should be pro- 
ceeded with. The rate having been made, the 
prescribed notices should be published and 
other requirements of the Public Bodies Order 
should be carried out. The usual demands 
should also be made upon the Urban District 
Councils, but the books should not be handed 
to the collectors pending further instructions 
from this Ministry, and, to enable Councils 
to carry out this direction, the Ministry 
authorises a departure from Article 90 of 
the Public Bodies Order, 1904, in this respect. 

The Ministry's letter added that it had also 
under consideration the arrangements to be 
made for recouping local authorities in respect 
of loss of rates during this half-vear, and a 
further communication will be addressed to 
each County Council as soon as possible re- 
garding this matter. | 

It is probable, said a prominent public 
oficial, that in the future rates will he 
only collected once a year, and that the rate 
will be struck about October, snd the money 
collected towards Christmas, which is the time 
that suits those residing in agricultural 
districts best.

| THE GAELIC LEAGUE IN 


KING’S COUNTY. 


NEED OF REORGANISATION. 

Cormac Breathnach, Ex-President, and 
Domnchadh O'Briain, Secretary of the 
Gaelic League, were present at a meeting 
which was held at Tullamore last Sunday for 
the purpose of reorganising the Gaelic League 
in King’s County. Mr. W. O’Dwyer. Chair- 
man, County Feis Committee, presided. 

Cormac Breathnach, speaking in Irish, de 
plored the weak position of the Gaelic League 
in the county, and strongly urged those pre- 
sent to arouse a spirit of co-operation among 
all Gaels in the area with a view of further- 
ing the cause of Irish Ireland. He especially 
appealed for co-operation between the Gaelic 
Learve and the Gaelic Athletic Association. 

Mr. Sean O'Neill, Nationa] teacher. said 
that there was no use in teaching Irish in 
the schools unless they had the co-operation 
of bodies like the Gaelic Athletic Association, 
because when the bovs left school they joined 
the hurling and football clubs. The camans 
alone were not going to put asoul into Ire- 
land or revive Irish culture. The cultural, 
as well as the athletic side of the movement 
must be developed. 

It was decided to hold a public meeting at 
Tullamore with a view of establishing Gaelic 
League branches throughout the county.

America and Europe. 

Two remarkable speeches were made 
yesterday by representatives of the 
Government of the United States. One 
was by President Hoover, whose theme 
was the alarming growth of crime in the 
Union, and the other was by Mr. Hugh 
Gibson, the United States delegate to the 
preparatory conference on disarmament at 
Geneva. Hitherto all attempts to reach 
agreement concerning the limitation of 
naval armaments have failed, mainly as a 
result of the unbending attitude of the 


insisted that their thesis must be accepted 
by the other naval~ Powers. On this 
account last year’s conference at Geneva 
collapsed. Yesterday, however, Mr. Hugh 
Gibson adopted an entirely new attitude. 
He announced that his Government stil! 
regarded limitation by categories as ihe 
fairest and most hopeful path towards 
naval disarmament, and pointed to the 
success that had been achieved at the 
Washington Conference in respect ol 
capital ships. Nevertheless, in view of 
the fact that this formula was not accept- 
able to some of the other naval Powers, the 
Government of tho United States wis 
prepared. to make any reasonable com 
promise. The ideal, he declared, was the 
achievement of results; the means were 
comparatively unimportant. The United 
States Government will agree to any re- 
duction, however drastic, of naval tonnage 
which will leave no type of vessel un- 
restricted. 

Lord Cushendun, on behalf of the British 
Government, immediately expressed his 
delight at Mr. Gibson's remarks. While, 
naturally, he was unable to bind His 
Majesty’s Government to acceptance oí 
the French formula, which the American 
delegate suggested as a basis of negotia- 
tion, he heartily approved the principle 
of Mr. Gibson's speech, pointing out that 
Great’ Britain. was more than eager to 
secure a general reduction in naval arma- 
ments. Now that the two great seagoing 
nations have reached such a measure of 
agreement, there ought to be no real diffi- 
culty in the arrangement of a satisfactory 
formula which will put an end to com- 
petitive building, in the first instance, 
and afterwards will bring about an all.

Hoover proposes to pursue a more active 
policy than his predecessor, and is ready 
to co-operate with the other Powers in 
the promotion of world peace.

In 
his speech at a luncheon of the Associated 
Press, in New York yesterday, he referred 
to the condition of the United States in 
terms which must: impress the most 
complacent citizen of the great Republic. 
Life and property in the United States, 
he said, were less safe than in any other 
civilised country in the world. There 
were no fewer than 9,000 murders every 
year, and in respect of half of them no 
arrests were made. Coming from the lips 
of the President, this indictment olf 
American society assumes enormous 
unportance, and Mr. Hoover’s appeal that 
the Press shall reirain from throwing a 
cloak of ' glamour, romance and heroism ”’ 
over crime is most significant. For the 
first time, in living memory, at any rate, 
a President of the United States 
has told his fellow-countrymen in 
plain language that they. must attend to 
the beams in their own eyes before they 
begin to worry about the motes in the 
eyes of other nations. Mr. Hoover has 
taken a bold and, perhaps, unpopular 
line; but already he has proved himself 
to be strong enough to risk unpopularity, 
and to possess those qualities of moral 
leadership. which so many of his fore- 


runners at the White House have lacked. 


Irish Excavations. 


We observed last Saturday that the Free 
State Government ought to see to the early 
strengthening of the’staff of the National 
Museum. The paper read at yesterday s 
meeting of the Royal Irish Academy by 
Mr. E. K. Tratman affords a timely 
corroboration. Mr, Tratman described 
archeological discoveries made in County 
Waterford last year by a party of experts 
from the University of Bristol. There 
appears to be strong reason to believe that 
these discoveries prove that man existed 
in our island in the paleolithic age. 
Excavations were made at Kilgreany, near 
Dungarvan, and various layers revealed 
the relics of successive ages. An iron 
knife and other cbjects were identified as 
belonging to the La Téne culture—that 
culture which is depicted in primitive 
Irish saga and nowhere else in European 
letters. Implements of the bronze age 
were found at a lower level. Dice showed 
that the men of thousands of years ago 
Shared an amusement with the men of 
to-day. found. 
The lowest layer of deposits was separated 


Bone needles also were 
from those above it by the débris of an 
age when men were absent from the site. 
In this lowest layer were traced the 
remains of fauna of the late pleistocene 
period. Here 
human remains, 


were found, moreover, 
The discoverers are con- 
vinced that the human relics belong to 
the old stone age, and, if they are right, 
one of the riddles of Irish antiquity is 
solved. Whether paleolithic man reached 
Ireland or not is a problem over which 
controversy has raged, exacerbated by a 
recent dispute concerning discoveries in 
County Sligo. The extreme antiquity of 
the human remains of Kilgreany is con- 
firmed by authority as high as Sir Arthur 
Keith's, and thé relics in due course will 
be lodged in the National Museum. The 
Bristol University Speleological Society. 
accompanied by some Irish amateurs of 
archmology, carried out the excavations, 
and the Royal Irish Academy paid the 
expenses on the understanding that cbjects 
discovered should be presented ultimately 
to the National Museum. Jreland owes 
gratitude to the scholars of Bristo) and 
to the Academy for their co-operation iu 
this search ; but is Ireland to be explored 
only when visitors undertake the work? 
Two things are necessary. The law ought 
to safeguard every deposit in Ireland from 
unauthorised exploration. In the second

Gipsies of Epsom. 


Epsom Downs, reached from the heart of 
London in Jess than half an hour, present 
to the eye a rolling expanse, covered with 
bush and bracken, like a spacious Irish 
moor. From the lonelier reaches the 
grand stand of the famous racecourse may 
be seen in the distance like a great ship at 
sea. The Downs of tradition are the 
camping ground of gipsies; but now the 
‘Epsom Grand Stand Association has Jaid 
its ban upon encampments. Last Saturday 
evening the Association’s order was defied. 
Five caravans drove in, left the highway, 
and halted upon last year’s grassy site. 
The special staff employed by the Associa- 
tion removed the caravans to the roads, 
but the gipsies drove them back to the 
forbidden ground. These manceuvres were 
repeated and the police were invoked ; but 
the dispute still is unsettled. Good reason 
exists, no doubt, for the ban upon en- 
campments. It may be hoped, however, 
that some corner of the Epsom neighbour- 
hood will be found for the gipsies. Mr. 
Petulengro’s people are a picturesque folk, 
and they are part, moreover, of the tradi- 
tional environment of the horse-racing 
world. The late Mr. Donn Byrne never 
wrote anything better than his story, 
entitled ‘*The Gipsy Horse,’’ in his last 
book, which tells how a horse of Spanish 
gipsy breed was trained in an Irish 
paddock and won the Derby at the moment 
when its owner was dying in the encamp- 
ment on the Downs. Nowhere, however, 
do gipsies seem to be more at home than 
in Wales. Great Welsh commons amid the 
mountains. of Pembrokeshire see the 
encampment of the nomadic hosts in 
winter time ; and in summercuravans ol a 
curious cylindrical build may be met on 
any mountain road of the Principality.

MERITORIOUS PERFORMANCE. 


Encouraged by the success that attended 
their production of the comic opera “ The 
in November last, the Rathmines 
and Rathgar Musical Society ventured again 
into the realms of George Edwardes, and 
for their season, which opened last night at 
the Gaiety, presented “San Toy,” that 
quaint entertainment which in the opening 
years of the present century captivated 
countless audiences in all parts of these 
countries. Many in the large gathering in 
the theatre last night felt a warm glow 
kindling their veins as they heard once more 
the old familiar strains of such numbers as 
‘Rhoda and her Pagoda,”’ and “ The Chinee 
Soge-Man,” with their haunting melodies. 
To the old-timers there were awakened 
niany memories associated with such great 
figures of the past generation as Marie Stud- 
holme, Hayden Coflin, and Rutland Barring- 
ton; while younger folk had an opportunity 
of secing on the stage this opera which pro- 
vided many airs that were familiar in their 
nurseries, 

Right away one can sav that these talented 
amateurs responded nobly to the task that 
they had set themselves. They were fortun- 
ate in having at the direction of affairs Mr. 
Fred Pavne, who had been associated with 
the original George Edwardes production in 
London, and knew in every detail what was 
required. What exactly that was is evident 
in this week's production. The work is 
prodnced in a fashion that is up to the best 
Standard. The stage settings are perfect in 
every detail, and it is on the little details 
that so much depends. 

The dressing and equipment are always a 
notable feature in these Rathmines and Rath- 
gar Society's productions, and on this occa- 
sion they leave nothing to be desired. The 
costumes, whether they are those of the 
English ladies, the Chinese wives, or the 
chorus are chosen with an eve for effect, and 
in those exsemb/es which bring the whole 
company on the stage the general colour 
scheme is very striking. The new lighting 
in the theatre contributed to the painting 
of a lovely picture during the singing of the 
concerted number to ' The Moon ” in the 
opening act. 

With the externals, so to speak, well pro- 
vided for, the only anxiety was as to how 
the principals would deport themselves, more 
especially as quite a number of new faces 
were amongst the caste. But here again 
there was a surprise in store. The new- 
comers have proved themselyse to be artists, 
clever above the ordinary, and worthy to 
maintain the best traditions of the Society. 

Certainly, Billy Harmon is as clever a come- 
dian as has appeared in any of the previous 
productions, and he entered with rare zest 
into the part of the inimitable Li, the pil- 
fering, laughter-making Chinese Secretary. 
His funny ways kept the house in constant 
good humour, and lus singing and patter 
were clear and pleasant. Added to these 
merits, he is a very clever dancer, with 
twinkling feet. B. Payne in the part of the 
Chinese Mandarin, Yen How, was also sur- 
prisingly good. His humour reflected more 
the slow, accepted Chinese style, and he got 
his points well home. He also sang his 
different musical numbers, with the help of 
his charming ‘six little wives,’’ quite well. 

The newcomers among the ladies were in 
the two exacting parts of San Toy and Poppy, 
and these were very capably played, indeed. In 
the name part was Miss Eileen Clancy, who, 
it will be remembered, played the title part 
in “'The Geisha,” during the last season, at 
a couple of hours’ notice. The high opinions 
then hiad are more than borne out in her 
work as San Toy. She enters into the part 
with a refreshing boyish spirit, full of fun 
and life, and is perfectly at home in all she 
does. Her voice, though a little on the light 
side, is very pleasant and sweet, and carries 
well without forcing. There was just a 
suspicion of nervousness in her early efforts 
last night, but she improved as the perform- 
ance went on, and quite captivated the 
audience. 

Miss Fay Markey, the second debutante, 
did remarkably well in the part of Poppy. 
She speaks her lines clearly and easily, carries 
the part well, and, in addition, has a very 
fine soprano voice of good power and delight- 
ful quality. She was very successful with 
both her principal numbers, particularly the 
second — '' Petals of a Plum Tree '— in which 
she had cot over the nerves, apparent in her 
earlier effort. 

With these newcomers there were many of 
those who have performed with success in 
previous shows. Miss Mabe] Home gave yet 
another illustration of her great versatility 
in the part of the English maid, Dudley. 
There was cleverness in everything that she 
did. Her fun-making with Li was mirth- 
provoking, whilst her singine was up to her 
usual high standard. Her dancing aleo was 
good. Mr. A. J. O'Farrell had a very suit- 
able part in the character of Bobby Freston, 
his singing being a strong feature. Mr. P. J. 
Henry gave the part of the Chinese Emperor 
a fine touch of humour. One admired the lazy 
hut verv effective manner in which he made 
his points. Mr. J. Harte made up excellently 
in the part of Sir Bingo Preston. and con- 
veyed a vivid impression of the peppery old 
Consul.

Already political wiseacres 
are predicting that Mr. Hoover intends to pursue, with regard to 
Europe, a policy of “ veiled Wilsonism ;” in other words, that the 
President, profiting by his unrivalled first-hand acquaintance with 
European problems, is prepared to pursue a policy of friendly

BRITISH GOVERNMENT'S

“No one can fail to have been struck 
with the friendly, conciliatory and help- 
ful spirit of Mr. Gibson’s declaration, 
and 1 should like, so far as I am con- 
cerned, speaking on behalf of the British 
Government, to say that it is in that 
spirit we also desire to approach this 
very complicated and difficult question, 
and that, so far as there are points in 
dispute either with the United States or 
with any other State represented here, 
we shall endeavour to meet them i 
exactly the same spirit. 


GENERAL AGREEMENT. 


“T would go a little further than that. 
I cannot commit myself at the present 
moment’ with regard to any specific pro- 
position contained in that declaration to 
which we have just listened. We should 
have to see it in print before we could do 
that; but, following it as closely as | 
could, I am able to say that. so far as 
any general principle is concerned, | 
think there was nothing that Mr. Gibson 
has said with which I cannot express my 
agreement. 

“Certainly I am in agreement with the 
generality of remarks that he has made 
and principles which he has luid down. 
Another point on which I am in ful) 
agreement with Mr. Gibson is waen he 
says that in naval. matters we desire 
not only limitation but reduction. That 
is also the desire of the Bricish Govern- 
ment, and we. like the United States, 
desire limitation and reduction to be 
applied to all classes of vessels. 


ABOLITION OF SUBMARINES. 


“TÍ in some negotiations which have 


taken place we have, provisionally at all 
events, consented to a scheme of reduction 
which left any classes of vessels outside, 
that was not because we considered that an 
ideal solution of problem, merely because 
in the interests of agreenient we were will- 
ing to forego some part of our ideal in 
order to get an agreement upon others. 
"We have never concealed the fact that 
we desire, if we can get agreement upon 
it, limitation and reduction as applied to 


all classes of vessels. , 


“When one is speaking about reduction, 
T hope I may be allowed to remind the 
Commission that this time twelve months 


ago I publicly intimated that the British 
Government would be glad to see a further 


reduction of size of those categories covered 
by the Washington agreement, and also

PROFESSOR BINCHY'S . 
APPOINTMENT. 


From Our Pouiticat CORRESPONDENT: 


Several months ago Mr. McGilligan,. the 
Free State Minister for External Affairs, 
announced the Free State Government's 
decision to establish Legations at Paris 
and Berlin; but the task of finding suit- 
able heads for the new establishinents has 
not been an easy one. 

I am informed, however, that the 
“difficulty is now in a fair way of being 
resolved,” and that an official announce- 
ment on the subject may be expected at 
an early date. 


PARIS AND BERLIN. 


It is expected that Count Gerald O'Kelly, 
the Free State Envoy in Brussels, will 
be accredited to Paris, and 1 am told that 
Professor D.- A. Binchy, of University 
College, Dublin, is being invited to act as 
Minister at Berlin. Mr, Binchy, who was 


born in Charleville, is Professor of Juris- | 


prudence and Roman Law in University 
College, in which chair he succeeded the 
present Mr. Justice Murnaghan. 

Professor Binchy is an authority on the 
Fiee State Constitution. He has made a 
keen: study. of the League of Nations, .and 
has already been a member of a I ree 
State delegation to Geneva. 


THE STAFFS. 

The staffs of the new Legations will be 
recruited almost entirely from the Civil 
Service, and recently members of the 
Service were invited to apply for the posts 
of secretaries to the new establishments. 

The name of Mr. McAuley, of the 
Finance Department, is mentioned for the 
secretaryship of the Paris Legation. Mr. 
McAuley, it may be remembered, was 
secretary of the Coinage Designs Com- 
mittee.

The latter measure is expected 
to provide a “field day’’ on Thursday or 
Friday. To-morrow, while Mr. Blythe is 
introducing his Budget, the Second 
Chamber will be discussing, with other 
things, the resolution passed by the Dail 
urging “ that it is expedient ” that a Joint 
Committee of the two Houses should con- 
sider and report on the question of the 
amount of the allowance which should 
be paid to members of the senate. 

The Labour Party, at least, is not 
accepting this proposal calmly, and Mr.

, The inquiry into the sinking of the Lam- 
port and Holt liner Vestris on November 
12th last, which resulted in the loss of 112 
lives, was opened in London yesterday at 
the instance of the Board of Trade, and 
adjourned until to-day. 

Mr. A. W. Downs, assistant draughtsman 
to the builders of the boat, was in the 
witness-box throughout the afternoon, reply- 
ing to technical questions, and he had not 
completed his evidence when the Court rose. 

ATTORNE Y-GENERAL’S STATEMENT. 

When the inquiry opened Sir Thomas 
Inskip, the Attorney-General, said that 68 
pussengers and 44 of the crew of the Vestris 
were drowned. Questions would arise as to 
the disparity in the number of lives saved 
anong passengers and those among the 
crew, and as to whether the disparity was 

consequence of the decision taken regard- 
ing the use of port, rather than starboard, 
lifeboats. The Vestris carried 14 boats and 
some 761 lifebelts. 

Sir Thomas pointed out that the Vestris 
never having cleared from this country after 
1921 did not come under the new British 
life-saving rules, and that, so far as the 
[Tnited States were concerned, there were no 
regulations regarding the load line. There 
was little doubt that the mean draught of 
the Vestris was 27 feet 24-inches, and, allow- 
ing for the difference between salt and fresh 
water, she was eight inches below her marks. 

AN OFFICER'S EXPERIENCE. 

The Attorney-General spoke of the list that 
‘he Vestris developed, and added, ‘‘ One of 
the first signs of apprehension was—I will 
not say a lack of discipline, but something 
iike it among the firemen. They left the 
éngine-room, but were directed to return, 
and did so, and then, undoubtedly, worked 
well.”’ 

I think, said Sir Thomas, that it would 
he fonnd that, so far as the passengers were 
coneerned, the conduct of evervhody was 
exemplary.

PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

The waning interest in Parliamentary pro- 
ceedings this session was conclusively shown 
by the House rising at hali-past five, aller 
a short and perfunctory discussion on the 
Budget resolutions, which came up on 
report. 

Mr. William Graham, en the subject of 
income tax, made no secret of the intention 
of the Labour Party if, and when, they 
come into power, to substitute direct for 
indirect taxation. The evils of taxing the 
food-stufis of the people were, he said, in 
calculable, and ought to be entirely removed. 
Luxuries and comforts came into a different 
category, but even here there was ample 
room for considerable reduction. 

He urged that more stringent measures 
should be “taken to prevent evasion of in- 
come tax, and wound up by stating that it 
would be the duty of the Labour Party to 
see that the burdens of taxation fell upon 
the shoulders best able to bear them. 

Mr. Philip Snowden then dealt with the 
proposal to repeal the betting tax. He had, 
he said, paid Mr. Churchill the compliment 
of spending half-an-hour that morning in 
reading his speeches on the betting tax, and 
though he might entertain the House by 
reciting the hopes and expectations which 
accompanied the birth of this bantling, it 
would, perhaps, be cruel to do so, in view 
of the fact that those hopes and expecta- 
tions had come to naught. (Laughter.) 

The revenue anticipated from this tax was 
six millions a year upon a turnover of 170 
millions. The whole thing turned out, in the 
words of the Chancellor himself, “a fiasco,”’ 
und there was no doubt the small yield 
was due to wholesale evasions. That was 
the most striking condemnation that could 
be brought against any tax. By removing 
the tax altogether the Chancellor had _ re- 
moved temptation from the Labour Party— 
(langhter)—-who had made no secret of their 
intentions to abolish a tax which was open 
to moral as well as to fiscal objections, 

THE CHANCELLOR'S REPLY, 

Mr. Churchill said that everyone would be 
pleased und reheved to hear Mr. Snowden 
disvorting himself in a sphere where he was 
not likely to do any serious harm, and in 
which he could use that beloved word 
“yepudiate,”’ which so readily leapt to his 
lips. (Laughter.) The right hon. gentleman 
wus entitled, ip regard to the betting tax, to 
cluain the respect and admiration which the 
House extended to all true prophets ; but 
there had not been a tax proposed about 
which he had not made the most confident 
prediction of failure. 
was uc doubt the betting tax was 
nonevcombed with evasion, The book- 
making and betting fraternity had been less 
capable of being drawn into the meshes of 
the fiscal regulations than any other body of 
citizens Mr. Snowden’s word ‘“ bilk” 
might have been used with more propriety 
and advantave if applied to the bookmakers 
than to the Government of a friendly 
country. (Ministerial cheers.) Mr. Snowden 
told them that he hoped soon to be in office, 
and une would have thought - the prospect 
given him a sense of good 
humour and respousibility. Instead, he had 
cast a wide web of malevolence, prejudice 
aud uncertainty over a wide field, and haa

Mrs. Rennison, the wife of the black- 
smith, officiated in the absence of her 
husband. 

Miss Ridsdel is the daughter of Mr. E. B.

The question of organising Catholic 
Emancipation Centenary celebrations in Cork, 
on lines similar to those which will take place 
in Dublin during the month of June, will be 
discussed at a meeting of the recently 
established City Council here ‘to-morrow. The 
members will, undoubtedly, give their support 
to the Civic Reception Committee whieh is 
being formed by the Lord Mayor, Alderman 
Sean French, T.D., and I understand that, in 
all probability, the celebrations will take 
place in the Munster capital early in July. 

Such a date would not interfere, in any 
respect, with the Dublin ceremony. 

Mr. R. 8S. Anthony, T.D., who is among 
those who have accepted invitations to act on 
the commi in charge of the civic arrange- 
ments, told me this evening that he wouid 
endeavour to see that the celebrations made 
would be as representative as possible by 
embracing all shades of opinion. 

‘This could be accomplished, apart alto- 
gether from the religious aspect of the 
occasioh,” he said, ‘‘ by conducting the cele- 
brations throughout a whole week and by 
giving a series of public lectures at the 
University showing the effect on Irish history 
of Catholic emancipation, and also the events 
leading up to the passing of that Act.” 
‘‘Such.ah event as that contemplated,” added 
Mr. Anthony, ‘‘ will attract large numbers of 
visitors to Cork.”

colleagues would agree, to the total abolli- 
tion of submarines.: Therefore, we have 
already shown our willingness to carry 
further the principle of reduction of which 
we have tentatively laid the foundation, 
and we are anxions to promote it to the 
fullest possible extent. 

“ One very importaiut matter, which was 
laid down by Mr. Gibson, and on which I 
cannot say very much until I see his words 
—but I notice how very important it is— 
was when he spoke of equivalent naval 
values, and I think he intimated that the 
Government of the United States had been 
examining the problem from this point of 
view, with the object of arriving at some 
system of equivalent values, based upon 
other factors besides mere tonnage. 

QUESTION OF SPEED. 

“T think he mentioned speed and some 
other factors. Well, I do not like to say 
very much upon that point until I have 
further information, but I may say that 
for myself I entirely agree that it is along 
those lines that we ought to investigate the 
problem. 

“I think that the British Government 
have also, to some extent, been ‘nvesti 
gating the possibility of arriving at 
equivalent values, taking into account 
those factors; but obviously this is a 
matter which is extremely technical. It 
is, naturally, a matter which my Govern 
ment could only examine in conjunction 
with expert advice, and I will refrain 
from saying more at the present moment 
than that I am quite certain that any 
suggestions of that sort which may be 
made by the Government of the United 
States, and any information as to the 
course of their study of this subject will 
be most carefully, and in friendly spirit, 
examined and considered by the British 
Government. 

‘‘T cannot, of course, commit them in 
any way to the result. that might flow 
from that examination, but I certainly 
welcome the whole spirit in which Mr. 
Gibson has spoken to us to-day, and Í am 
sure that my colleagues will feel the 
same—whether they represent naval 
Powers or not, because he has if in 
a spirit which cannot but be, helpful íor 
the progress of our work, 


AN IMPORTANT DEOLARATION. 

‘‘ Finally, I say this—I think that his 
declaration is so important, and has such 
a close bearing upon the whole of the 
naval question, that it must profoundly 
affect our work here. I am not prepared 
at the present moment to make any pro 
posal with regard to how we should treat 
it, but I think that the Commission will 
agree with me that it is a declaration 
which cannot be passed over, and which is 
likely to have the most profound influence 
upon our deliberations.”’

After her sister died last 
February her mother was very much cut up. 
Witness could throw no light on how arsenic 
came to be in her mother’s medicine. 

Dr. Elwell, who attended Mrs. Sydney, 
stated that she seemed fairy well when he 
called on March 5th. Later in the day he 
was told she was very ill, and when he went 
to the house she was in a state of collapse. 
Dr. Elwell said that he, another doctor, and 
a specialist who had been called in discussed, 
among other things, the question of mineral 
poisons, and that copper was suggested. 

Replying to questions from the Coroner, 
Dr. Elwell said that he would hesitate to sav 
he was certain of the cause of death, but in 
his opinion it was due to arsenical poisoning. 

The inquest was adjourned.

any people, he said, regarded a 
general election as a kind of circus or 
auction. ‘‘I have been much criticised 
by those who might be supposed to be my 
friends, and criticised on the ground that 
I cannot really be in earnest unless I 
froth at the mouth; but I am an English- 
man of an ordinary pattern, and the more 
in earnest I am the more calm and 


restrained I feel.” 

Mr. Baldwin emphasised the import- 
ance of election to the people of the 
Empire. Their welfare, the peace of that 
whole quarter of the earth, depended on 
the maintenance of staple Government 
and wise statesmanship on the part of the 
British—a most tremendous thought. 

WINNING THROUGH. 

We were a people to whom peace was 
essential, living, as we did im our island, 
on nothing but the trade we do with the 
world at large. Since the war we had had 
a hard time, and we are not through yet— 
but we are winning through, and I can see 
daylight show at the end of the tunnel. 
“We have had great troubles, but you 
must remember that the war has. been 
responsible for a lot.” 

In the last eleven years various Govern- 
ments—Coalition, Conservative, Labour, 
Conservative again—have expended on direct 
work for the unemployed no less a sum than 
190 millions, not counting what has been 
provided by the scheme of credit facilities. 
How little really these works and that vast 
expenditure have done to provide permanent 
employment! That is why, to me, these 
palliatives—for palliatives they are—are 
taking more and more the nature of just 
relief works. 

UNFITTING THE ARTISAN. 

Mr. Baldwin said that if it were possible 
really to put large numbers of men on to 
relief works—if it were possible financially 
or administratively, both of which he denied 
—there was no guarantee that such men 
could -get permanent work, which was all 
that mattered, when their job was finished. 
It would be impossible for a man on such 
a job to get permanent work while on that 
job, and it was of no use to him except it 
enabled him to get a job afterwards. Such 
work would make the skilled artisan unfit 
for skilled work in the future, 

“ We have tried to meet this difficulty by 
taking men who are unskilled and putting 
them through training centres, where they 
can be taught a trade, and from which they 
can be drafted into permanent employment. 
We have done this with some success, 
and we shall extend it. We are meeting the 
case of the boys who are ready to work by 
setting up the juvenile unemplovment certres. 
We have generally increased the number of 
these until no boy who desires to attend such 
centre can be denied the opportunity. 

SUCCESS OF SAFEGUARDING. 

“We are trying by the transfer of labour, 
by the cheapening of the rates of passage to 
the Dominions, to make it easier for those 
who live in the distressed areas to get .per- 
manent work in those which are more for- 
tunate, and we have been so satisfied with 
the success which has attended our policy of 
safeguarding in such industries as motor cars. 
motor tyres and silk that we are prepared to 
let any industry in the country make its 
case, if it can, to qualify for that safeguard- 
ing, which has been such a success in the 
limited number of industries to which it has 
heen applied. And the cure is working out, 
because week by week more men are now 
going into regular employment. 

““Índustry itself has got down once again, 
for the first time since the war, on to a 
competitive basis, and orders are now coming 
into this country for steel, for shipbuilding, 
for coal—orders to which we have been 
strangers for years. And I say, without fear 
of contradiction, that industry is on a sounder 
basis to-day in this country tlan it has been 
at any time since the war, and the last four 
and a half years, in spite of the tragedy of 
1926, have been years of solid progress. We 
are moving forward. 

3 BOUNDLESS POSSIBILITIES. 

To make changes at a time like this is 
like pulling up the roots of a plant to see if 
it is growing. It may be the death of the 
plant itself. We are trying to modernise 
industry, to biing it up-to-date and multiply 
markets, and by these means finding per- 
manent employment for the people. That is 
why we have placed in such a prominent 
position the work that we have to do in con- 
nection with railway companies and the work 
we hope to do in connection with the Empire, 
the possibilities of which are boundless. 

"Look down West Africa and see what 
we have done the jast few years in bringing 
education tc the native population, and 
brioging trade to this countrv in various 
things which we require ourselves: and 
bicycles from Coventry are not the least 
things that go out to the Western (‘oast us 
a result of this development. Our housing 
policy has been the greatest success that anv 
Government has ever achiev ed. Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain has preduced the goods, and we 
have so overcome the shortage of houses 
which was so great at the conclusion of the 
war that we feel that half our work has heen 
done, and we are anxious to get on with the 
next chapter, which is an attack on the 
tlims and houses in the poorer quariers of 
the towns that can be made habitable by 
reconditioning.’ ’ 

BETTER EDUCATION, 

[In education their record was one of which 
he felt proud. They intended to bring highes

Mr Lloyd George, addressing members of 
the London Liberal Candidates’ Association 
at the National Liberal Club last night, 
said :—‘‘ We are within six weeks of a gene- 
ral election, and the Liberal Party has 
secured the ear of the nation—(cheers)—a 
vital fact 

“The Tories have been very distressed. 
They meant to postpone their programme 
until the last moment. Now that I have 
seen and heard it, I can understand why. 
(Laughter.) I now realise that their 
strategy was better than I thought, afid 
that their policy is much worse. 

‘Liberalism was all right and needed no 
stimulant. Liberalism was always at its 
best when it had got a great task before it, 
and at its worst when it had not. 

THE LIBERAL POLICY. 

“ After weeks of attack,” Mr. Lloyd 
George went on, “the policy of the Liberal 
Party had not been shaken in any way. The 
Liberal policy had been described in a 
parable nineteen hundred years ago. He 
could not do better than read a few words 


of it. 

‘Why stand ye here all the day until the 
even? They say unto him—‘ Because no 
man hath hired us.’ He says unto them— 
‘Go ye also into the vineyard, and whatso- 
ever is right that shall ye receive.’’’ That, 
said Mr. Lloyd George, is the Liberal policy 
in the form of a parable uttered nineteen 
hundred years ago. (Cheers.) 

THE SLUMS. 

Referring to the problem of the slums, Mr. 
Lloyd George said :—‘* You cannot deal with 
a big evil by a trifling hat it is no 
remedy at all, but perpetuates the evil. The 
Liberal Party must, first of all, have a 
realisation of what the problem is, and then 
rise to the height of the occasion and deal 
with it adequately until you have rooted this 
corruption ‘out of our great cities. It is an 
appeal to liberate three miilions of men, 
women and children from conditions which 
are degrading, and which deprive the mother 
of alt the chance of bringing up her off- 
spring, for mortality is twice as great in 
sium areas as under more favourable con- 
ditions. 

“It is because that great human appeal 
goes straight to the heart of every Libera! 
that I am expecting to see Liberals of the 
whole ‘land, and, not least, of this great 
Metropolis, exert themselves in a way they 
have never done before.” (Cheers.)

MPSOM, Monday Night. 

It is doubtful whether the London public 
really takes very kindly to Monday racing. 
It was : beautiful afternoon for the, opening 
of the Kpsom Meeting, and there was the at- 
traction of the race for the Great Metropolitan 
Stakes; but the public did vot roll up to any 
noticeable extent, aud the attendance was Just 
a fair one, ‘The :acing was nothing very 
wonderful, and ‘there was a general lack of 
life in the proceedings that one does not 
usually associate with Epsom. 

The Great Metropolitan was wen by the 
lubed ex-plater, Jugo, under top: weigh 
(Yst.). He beat Servus—who was bought 
cheaply me vear at the sale of the late Lord. 
Durham's horses, solely to lead work--by a 
head, KR. Dick, an unfashionable jockey, 
riding an admirable race on him. Third, four 
le ‘ngths away, Was Lieutenant-Colonel Dennis 
Bingham's Poneoroge, who is just a fair-class 
hurdler; so that the form. could not by any 
stretch of imagination be called good. 

Jugo started at a long price, but everyone 
was delighted Jo see Walter Nightingall win 
a good handicap at Epsom, where he was 
born, and now trains so successfully. Jugo, 
a son of Son-in-Law, showed much promise in 
his early three-year-old days, and it was 
thought. that he might win a St. Leger, but 
he went wrong in his wind, and was tubed 
after winning a selling race at, Newmarket. - 
his second in the saine week. He was let go 
te Nightingall, who trains him for Mr Tum 
Richards. a retired business man, fer 620 
He has been a useful servant to lum

The French horse, Mirbat, was in the field, 
and he started favourite, as was expected. He 
finished unplaced, but he had all the bad Inck 
that was going in the race, and every time 
Richards tried to take a place he met with 
interference or obstruction. He survived some 
bumps, and he moved up as they entered the 
straight, where he was struc k into again aud 
put out of the race. 

I am inclined to think that a good many 
of the adverse circumstances were brought 
about by the colt not having speed enough to 
take a place. Richards was at him when 
they had gotie little more than half a mile. 

Weston settled down last on Servus, but a 
mile from home he dashed him up to the 
leaders, and he was actually in front as they 
came into the straight. He led until they 
were a furlong ny a when Jugo came 
and ran him out of 

Adage, who was so we I] bac ‘ked just before 
the off, finished fourth; Kinnaird was fifth 
and Mirbat sixth. Except that Servus seems 
to have a chance of winning the Chester Cup 
if he is not made so much use of, the race did 
not tell us much, 

2ainbow Bridge, sold out of Lord Derby’s 
stab le at the December sales for 270 guineas, 
was a ridiculously easy winner by four 
lengths from Pedlar of the Egmont Selling 
Plate, and then made 700 guineas at the 
subsequent auction. 
TORLONIA PRODUCE. 

I was delighted to see Wootton’s filly by 
Torlonia out “of Marion West win the Effing- 
ham Selling: Plate by three lengths from the 
Yutoi filly Toimate; for she is the first of 
the produce of Torlonia to win in England. 
Torlonia is a very nice Phalaris horse who 
used to carry Lord Derby's colours. He is 
now at Mr. Clarke’s Balreask stud at Navan, 
and I always hoped he would do well as 
asire. Jo-day’s winner, who is a half-sister to 
Maryland Point—a good winner last year— 
was sent from the Moyglare stud to Don- 
caster, where she made 150 guineas, She 
was bought in to-day for 510 guineas, which 
is not half her value. 

A daughter of Orb in Mrs, Edgar Wallace’s 
Queen’s Orb, who had lost by a short head 
to Grazzia at Lingfield first time out, won 
the Warren Plate for two-year-olds running 
away. She was drawn at No, 12, but left 
the gate so smartly that Beary was able to 
cross to the rails and lead his field all the 
waye She won with her ears pricked by six 
lengths from the Springbird gelding. She 
had put up fast time when she was short- 
headed at Lingfield, and she seems to be a 
very smart filly. 

John Beary trains her, and he was 
telling me that his brother Paddy 1s 
rather seriously ill. He broke a 
few ribs when riding in a point- 
to point in England for the Aga Khan’s son, 
Prince Ali, and pleurisy has supervened. 
BEARY’S SECOND WINNER. 

Michael Beary had another winner when 

leeds, in the absence of Ennis Bridge, on 
account of the hard ground, won the Prince 
of Wales’s Plate by half a length and four 
lengths, from Tangira and Mrs. D'Arcy 
Baker’s Nightrider, who started favourite.

She jumped off in front 
to-day, but Beary pulled her back, and 
allowed Tangira, who goes up for sale at 
Newmarket with the rest of Lord Barnby’s 
horses, make the running. He brought her 
again inside the distance, and she won com- 
fortably, 

WON BY A HEAD. 

Lord Beaverbrook won the last race of the 
day, the Nork Park Plate, with Aroostook, 
a colt by Diligence out of Lisvarna that I 
rather think he bought privately last year 
out of the stable of P. Behan. He and 
Robbie Burns were joint favourites, and 
they fought out the issue, Aroostook win- 
ning by a head. 

It is a none ~ attractive card for to- 
morrow, and the Nonsuch Stakes, the prin- 
cipal race, is drying up a littl. BAR- 
BIZON has been sent, but he is unlikely 
to run on account of the hard ground... He

Prime Minister in Pleasant Mood : The Elections : 
An Interesting Situation in North Antrim : 
The New Political Parties.

BELFAST, Monday. 
HE reference to the Free State made 
by Lord Craigavon at the annual 
meeting of the Ulster Tourist Development 
Association a few days ago will be 
welcomed by every friend of Ireland. Com- 
menting ba sis the importance of opening 
up new industries, the Premier said that 
the province was able to offer factory sites 
in beautiful surroundings, with an ‘ample 
water supply, a growing supply of 
necessary power, incomparable labour, free 
from any signs whatever of disturbance : 
excellent transport facilities, and a popula- 
tion which would welcome new industries 
lor the reliet of unemployment. 

All this is very true, and everyone will 
hope that the Premier's vision of a 
prosperous province within the next few 
years will be realised. He has already 
said that the Government has plans matur- 
ing which will have that effect, and when 


he returns to power aiter the elections this | 


question should be his first consideration : 
lor the hum of industry brings peace and 
contentment. 


PREMIER IN PLEASANT MOOD. 


In pleasant fashion, Lord Craigavon 
said that he was delighted to see with 
them representatives from the South; for 
he had never hesitated to say that the 
prosperity of all Ireland was his most 
earnest desire. He believed that the two 
tates could do a great deal in the way of 
mutual assistance, ‘and a prosperous 
country would mean a prosperous South 
and a prosperous North, all joining in 
doing a little to help on the country of 
their birth. In the spirit of co-operation 
much ean be done, apart altogether from 
political considerations, and it may be that 
practical results will yet emerge-from the 
Premier's good wishes. One of the best 
ways to inspire confidence and mutual 
trust is for all parties to cease jibing at 
one another across the border. 

Recriminations never do any mood, 
whereas the olive branch seldom fails in 
its message, when held out by friendly 
hands, Visitors to our shores do not 
understand the border difficulties, and it 
should be made possible for them to travel 
all over the land without irritating re- 
strictions. Ireland is a small country, 
beautiful throughout all its length and 
breadth, one and indivisible in that re- 
spect, and it should be made as attractive 
as possible in the material sense to those 
who come to admire its scenic splendours. 


LORD CUSHENDUN’S ADVICE. 


Some time ago Lord Cushendun criticised 
the somewhat selfish system of selecting 
men in a dual capacity te represent 
Northern’ Ireland in both the Belfast and 
Imperial Parliaments, and pointed out 
that it was imperative that the Unionist 
members should be in constant attendance 
at Westminster. Under the old arrange- 
ment. which made parliamentary honours 
a kind of reserved service, members were 
naturally compelled to neglect one or other 
of their constituencies, as they had not 
the gift of Sir Boyle Roche's bird of being 
in two different places at the same time; 
but most people are slow to give up place 
and emolument. The importance of Lord 
Cushendun’s suggestion, however, will be 
readily understood, as it is thought that 
Mr. Baldwin will require all the loyal 
support that he can get in the new Parlia- 
ment; and. apart altogether from that, the 
people generally were beginning to say un- 
pleasant things about distinctions being 
kept for the select. The idea was care- 
fullv cultivated that only a certain coterie 
could successfully ‘‘carry on”; but, of 


course, that was preposterous, and it was | 


contended by scoffers that the Northern 
Parliament, from top to bottom, coyld be 
duplicated a hundred-fold in the province. 
Doubtless, it could, if the right men came 
jorward. 

An exception in the new method has 
been made in the case of Captain Herbert 
Dixon, D.L., the Chief Unionist Whip, 
who has been chosen as a candidate for 
both Parliaments, on the recommendation 
of Lord Craigavon. so that he may be a 
kind of liaison officer between the two 
Governments. Such a proposal seems to 
be reasonable enough, but one would have 
thought that the whole of the “ Ulster 
Parliamentary Party” at Westminster 
would serve in that capacity. 


A PIQUANT SITUATION. 


In this connection an interesting situa- 
tion has arisen in North Antrim, where 
the official Unionist candidate for the 
Northern Parliament will be selected 
to-dav. Sir Robert Lynn, who has been 
chosen as the successor of Captain C. C. 
Craig in the Imperial Commons, has also, 
it seems, been invited to allow his name 
to go before the Unionist delegates as a 
candidate for the Northern Parliament. 
and this has led to a good deal of 
criticism. In defining his ae gs Sir 
Robert. in a letter to the ocal Orange 
District Master, points out that 1t was 
represented to him that unless he con- 
sented to stand for North Antrim the seat 
would. in al) probability, be lost to the 
Unionist Party. Therefore, although he 
had no desire to go back to the Belfast 
House of Commons, he would, under the 
circumstances, leave himself in the hands 
of his friends, and if they were agreeable 
to his continuing to be in the two Parlia- 
ments, he would do his best to serve them.

Referring to a proposal by Senator 
Leslie that the cdiadidate should give a

simply vote as he was told. In these days 
of kow-towing, it is refreshing to hear 
such a frank confession of faith. 


SOME HARD HITTING. 


_ During the week-end meetings were held 
in Belfast by the Northern Ireland 
Liberal Party and the new Constitutional 
Party, but if one is to judge by the size 
of the audiences, the menace of either the 
one or the other to the existing régime 
will not be very great. On the other 
hand, attendances at ordinary Unionist 
meetings are never very impressive in 
numbers, although at special demonstra- 
tions the crowds are generally large and 
enthusiastic, with a preponderance of 
women. The s of the Liberals was 
outlined by Mr. Boyd, President of the 
Association, who commended Mr. Lloyd 
George’s scheme for abolishing unemploy. 
ment within a few years without adding a 
penny to the burden of taxation. This is 
the problem which appeals to the indus- 
trial people of Belfast, as it concerns their 
daily bread and butter, and it is certainly 
a shrewd argument to obtain support; for 
in the last resort the working classes do 
not worry about the sacredness of any 
political party when there are hunery 
children in the homes. ‘ 
Lord Craigavon’s contention that there 
should only be two political parties in the 
Six Counties was criticised by Mr. George 
Henderson, M.P., who said that there was 
a real danger in the people being divided 
along sectarian lines—Protestant and 
Roman Catholic. Such a policy, he said, 
had been bad for the country in the past. 
and it would be bad in the future. All 
thoughtful citizens will agree with him in 
that, but he may find comfort in the tact 


that new parties are springing up like 
mushrooms throughout the province—the | 


most significant answer to such a sugges- 
tion. " 


A STARTLING STATEMENT 


The startling statement that there are 
four hundred ex-Service men in Belfast 
Workhouse was made at the meeting of 
the new Constitutional Party, and this 
lamentable state of affairs was advanced 
as one of the chief reasons for the coming 
of the British organisation to Northern 
Ireland. These are some of the men for 
whom homes were to be provided “fit for 
heroes,” and to whom tributes are paid 
at the annual commemoration Services 
when dignitaries and public representa- 
tives assemble to pay homage to those who 
fought in their country's cause. 

It 1s of interest to record that the 
“Garden of Remembrance’”’ at the City 
Hall is now being completed, after a long 
period of neglect, and one wonders if a 
guard of honour could be drawn from the 
workhouse to grace the opening ceremony. 
Such a parade would at least be real, 
without any sham about it. It is, of 
course, dificult to apportion blame; but 
the fact remains. There has been some 
criticism up here recently about “ dis- 
graceful conditions’’ of ex-Service men in 
the Free State, due to the callousness of 
the British Government ; but one should 
remember the old adage and hesitate to 
cast stones. 


“ UNBELIEVABLE.” 


The principal speaker at the Constitu- 
tional meeting was Mr, E. A. Hailwood, 
the Chairman of the party, who said that 
he had come to investigate matters, and 
had “found an unbelievable state of things 
existing in Belfast, where a clique screwed 
down all those who opposed them  ; but 
they were not going to lead him by the 
nose. In fact, he said that he was think- 
ing of opposing Captain Dixon in East 
Belfast. If he does, he will find in the 
gallant Captain a right doughty opponent 
and a favourite in the constituency. The 
programme advocated by Mr, Hailwood 
includes safeguarding, protection, and 
better treatment for ex-Service men, and 
in condemning the British Government he 
declared that the only way to deal with it 
was to expose it. 

He also accnsed the thirteen Northern 
Ireland representatives in the Imperial 
Parliament of never having uttered a word 
of protest when Mr. Baldwin turned down 
the linen industry's demand for safe- 
guarding. ‘That was the time. he added, 
when they should have told the British 
Premier that he was betraying the safe- 
yuarding pledge and deceiving the people.

Work or labour signifies what is done by 


mind or body for the purpose of providing | 


It was wrong to narrow down the 
meaning of the word labour to signify hired 
manual labour. Material work, if it is to be 
productively useful, is dependent on, and 
must be preceded by, work of a purely 
intellectual kind, which we call invention 
and discovery. It must be directed and 
aided by men upon whose cleverness, 
prudence and _ foresight manual Jabour 
depends in no small measure for the success 
of its undertakings. The radical reason of

ALL MEN'S RIGHTS. 


OWN A 


All men have originally equal rights to | 


share in the bounty of the earth. 
original rights of men are not to be re- 
garded as conflicting in any way with those 
rights which men have acquired sabsequently 
through the possession of private property. 
The Theologian of the Church, St. Thomas 
of Aquin, says: ‘‘It is Jawful for a man 
to hold private property, and it is necessary 
for the carrying on of human existence.” 
Owing, however, to the manner in which 
the goods of the earth have been divided in 
the present organisation of society, the 
majority of men have no other means of 
exercising their original and equal right of 
access to the goods of the earth except 
through the sale of their labour. Hence 
property owners and those who control the 
earth and its resources are bound to perput 
others to have recourse to some share in the 
products of the earth on reasonable terms 
consistent with their natural right and 


‘dignity as human persons. 


THE DEADLY DOLE.
